More Men Employed at Higher Pay, 
Government Reports.' 


Washington, April 
27.—Mannfactur- 
iflir iridustries in the United States are 
shown by figures published today by the 
department of labor to be spending gen- 
erally from 20 to CO per cent, more for 
wages than they were a year ago. Much 
of the increase is accounted for by the 
additional number 
of men 
employed, 
but a considerable amount is credited to 
higher wages. 


The iron and steel industries lead with 
a 60.3 per cent, increase in the amoimt 
of wages paid and a 36 per cent, increase 
'in the number of men employed. 
The 
car building and repairing industry Is 
next with a 51 per cent, wage increase 
and a 36 per cent, increase in men em- 
ployed. 
Cotton manufacturing alone of 
the bigger industries shows only a nom- 
inal wage increase. 
From February to 
IMarch last, the total* amount of wages 
in all industries increased from 1 to 7 
per cent. The number of men employed 
increased at about the same ratio.

number fell off slightly last month.

Grovemment Egg Car on Its 
Way for a Tour of 
Indiana. 


Washington, D. C., April 27.—ITie egg 
candling, packing, and chilling demoii- 
stration car of the U. 
department of 
ajsrriculture is now on a tour over the 
lines of the Big Four, New^ York Cen- 
tral, and L. E. & W. railroads in In- 
diana in order to aid poultry and egg 
handlers to pack and ship their products 
to^distant points. 
The car starts on its 
tour at Greensburg on May 1 and will 
end it at Portland on July 1. 
The itin- 
erary is in part, as follows: 


Laporte, June 2; Gary, June 3; Wak- 
erton, June 5; Plymouth, June 6; Roch-

At all these points, demonstrations of 
the proper methods of candling 
eggs 
and of packing and chilling eggs 
and 
poultry Avill be giA'en. 
The demonstra- 
tion car is in itself a complete refriger- 
ating plant on wheels, Avith its OAA-n 
gasoline engine 'for operating the re- 
frigerating bloAA-ers which in the course 
of half an hour can loAver the tempera- 
ture of the cold room to 32 degrees. 


One object of the car's tour is to 
shoAv buyers and shippers how to candle 
eggs by commercial standards so that 
they can be bought on the basis of qual- 
ity and an enormous amount of Avaste 
and loss avoided.

The work of the Indiana democratic state convention, both as to 
ticket and as to platform, will unquestionably be cordially approved 
by the rank and file of the party and command a practically united 
party support at the polls in November. It does not necessarily fol- 
low that each individual voter will profess himself completely satis- 
fied with either each particular nomination or declare that the plat- 
form pronouncement on each issue is exactly as he would have 
"wished it. It does mean, however, that the convention to an unusual 
degree responded to the plainly manifest sentiment of the party, and 
for that achievement it is entitled to commendation and to support. 


an unusual degree the convention w^as harmonious. There were 
pne or two lively contests but bitterness was almost entirely absent, 
and there is a notable disposition to acquiesce in the general result. 
Indeed, the sprit of party unity and party enthusiasm was one of the 
striking characteristics of the big gathering. 


The nomination of Mr. Taggart was clearly as certain as was 
the ratification of the primary choice of Senator Kern and of Mr.

Panama, April 15—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Higher 
prices 


and improvements in the method oi 
manufacture and better transportatiou 
facilities are Having their effect on the 
sugar production of the Republic of 
Panama. Heavy sugar shipments are bt- 
ginning to come from the large Santa 
Rosa mill near Aguadulce in the prov- 
ince of CoJce. 
This province is how tho 
center of the sugar industry of the re- 
public but probably will have a serioud 
rival in the province of Chiriqui when 
the new railway is inaugurated there. 


The indications are that the present 
season's run will be fully 30,000 sacks 
as compared with 17,000 last year. The 
product linds a ready market at $5.50 
per hundredweight for the best grade, 
tlie brown sugar bringing somewhat lesa. 
Most of the sugar production i l con- 
sumed within the bordera of the countrj 
although a small quantity is exported tc 
neighboring republics. 


Considerable 
progress 
has recentlj 
been made in sugar cane cultivation 
Chiriqui province where several Ameri 
cans have acquired large tracts of land 
Preparations are now under way for th<i 
construction of a large sugar mill in 
that vicinity. 
The new railway Vk-hicli

Supplementing this effort to obtain ao-? 
curate and detailed information regard: 
ing road conditions, the association has 
circulated .maps and information in aU 
to 
160,000 persons. 
Publishing 
com- 
panies, banks, school teachers, clubs and 
other organizations interested in good 
roads, the Boy Scouts and Camp Fiio 
Girls have been enlisted in this nation- 
wide effort to gather exhaustive road 
data. 


In all 1,870,000 nieces of printed mat-, 
ter were distributed, of which over a 
million were maps printed in either two, 
of four colors. 
Some extent of 
the 
magnitude of this undertaking may be 
gained from the fact that there were 
.3,475,000 impressions taken to prepare 
these maps. 


This , work is in addition to the road 
photograph contest which the associa- 
tion has instituted and which is designed 
to produce a pictorial exhibit on road 
»conditions in every section of the coun- 
try. 
For three years the National High- 
ways association has now been engaged 
in surveys and tours of highways, em- 
ploying the best expert engineering skill. 
Its projected highway routes from ocean 
to ocean and from Canada to Mexico, 
represent the .product of these 
three 
,years of labor. 


When it« detailed road data is gath- 
ered, compiled, and added to the infor- 
mation obtained in these tours and sur- 
veys, and its photographic exhibit is per- 
fected, it is expected that the associa- 
tion will have established in the na- 
tional capital the most complete "road 
museum" ever known in this country. 
It is the association's aim to gather 
every scrap of road information which 
can possibly be obtained, its slogan be- 
ing that road making and road mapping 
is a science which requires exhaustive 
study and complete knowledge of the 
subject and country. 


If it succeeds in its effort to have a 
National Highways commission created 
by act of congress to study the road 
problem from a national viewpoint and 
to guide and control the work of the 
federal government in road building all 
of this information will be placed at 
the disposal of the commission.

An official statement declares that 
the objects of the association are:

secure for employers and employes the 
freedom of contract in the matter of 
employment

tion of output, sympathetic strikes and 
boycotts. 
discountenance 
conditions 
which are not just and which will not 
allow a workman to earn a wage pro- 
portionate to his productive capacity; to 
prevent interference ith thyse seeking 
employment; 
to avert industrial 
dis- 
turbances; to adjust difTerences between 
employers and employes so that justice 
may be done to both, and to uphold the 
law." 


The organization, it Avas stated, was 
a reply to the annomicement 
yester- 
day that organizers of 
the 
American 
Federation of J^abor would be ordered 
here to reinforce the organizers who 
have been active in the Turtle Creek 
valley strike.

Washington, April 27.—"No 
greatti' 
opportunity ever presented itself to the 
Christian church than that now con- 
fronting: it in India," declared John P. 
Jones, of the Hartford school of mis- 
sions, in an address before the National 
ilissionary congress 
herp today. 
Mi. 
Jones was a missionary in India for 
more than thirty years and has written 
several books on India life and thoughv. 


"i know of no land that needs the 
gospel more than does India," contin- 
ued 3Ir. Jones, "and her sense of hei 
need is 'increasing constantly. It is true 
that they are a proud people of ancienc 
civilization, and yet the civilization oi 
India today is decadent, and is power- 
less to save the people. 
The appeal of 
India is the appeal of a colossal task. 
The conversion of India to Christian 
thought and life is the most stupend- 
OU.S task ever undertaken. 
It is a chal- 
lenge to the heroic spirit of youthfu! 
America. 
One-lifth of the population of 
the world is confined within the limits 
of the peninsula. 
It has as many races 
as all Europe, and they speak 147 dif- 
ferent languages. 
Yet this appeal froiu 
India is that of a supreme opportunity. 


"India has always held the leadership 
of Asia in all the deep things of the 
soul. 
To win India for Christ is to 
strike at the heart of Asia, apd to bring 
the million shrines of that continent to 
nought and to turn people to Christ our 
Lord. 


"What is the great unrest of India 
today? 
It is onlv the restlessness of a 
people touched Avith neAv ideals, and in- 
spiretl by new visions imparted to it by 
a centurv of missionary propaganda, in 
that land. 
Four million souls are today 
bearing the banner of the cross of Christ 
before the people. 
The colossal caste 
system of India has wrought untol evi! 
there for two and one-half 
milleniuras 
through the social and religious bondage 
of the people. 
We have every evidence; 
today that that system is tottering and 
that the fifty million outcasts of India 
are speedily shaking off their fetters to 
enter into the liberty and opportunity 
of a manhood rescued by Christ Jesus. 


"Above all. we Avitness in India the 
new spirit of Christ which is rapidly 
taking possession of the land. 
In al! 
modern in.stitutions in India, the ideals 
which animate them are not Hindu, but 
Christian. 
But this appeal from India 
is a peculiarly strong appeal to America 
because it involves and expresses In- 
dia's highest appreciation of America. 
Americans have helped her in her sea- 
sons of terrible famines of plague, and 
of thousands other adversities. 


"The people of India listen with eager- 
ness to America's message which is to 
licr a Gospel of Truth. 
This is why we 
find that though the American workers 
in India are only 1,000 out of 5,200 
I'rotpstiint inissionaries (that is about 
ono-diinl of the number) never the less 
more t.lian one-half of all 
Protestant 
('lirislians in that land are connectcd 
witli our American missions.

1,700 
men, wearing the uniTorm of Unc:e Sam, 
are today rMnning- a republic of ,3,000,000 
.souls—and running it so well many of 
them are soon to get permanent jobs 
helping Hayti to behave itself! 


As things stand today in this trouble- 
s-pot of the West Indies, 1,700 men of 
tlie I nited States marine corps are the 
real and unquestioned rulers of every de- 
liartment of Haytian affairs. 


Marines police the cities, marines run 
the railroads, marines 
operate electric 
light stations in half a dozen . towns, 
iiave charge of the postal service, and 
have established a system of sanitation 
that i.s e.xpected to cut the death rate .30 
per ront. 


The busiest people in Hayti are these 
1,700 sea soldiers, and a score or more 
of tliem are to be rewarded. 
In order 
that the island republic may not slide 
back into the state of anarchy that put 
a new president in the '"palace" and an 
old one in his grave about once a month, 
the marine? will organize a constabu- 
lary. to be known as the Haytian gen 
darmes. 


The gendarmes will be drilled and 
armed as soldiers. The ranj; and file will 
be natives; t!ie officers marines.

body of men will 
permanently 
throw out of their jobs ,3.5,000 or more 
•'revolutionists'' wha have been living 
off army graft and political loot hero' 
all their lives. 


The Haytian is black as ebony, with 
features almost purely African, but he 
is 
good-natured 
and 
intelligent. 
He 
works well,under a good boss, but when 
he tries to run a job on his own hook 
he gets badly tangled. 


The engineer of a tramp steamer hit 
off the Haytian character Avhen he said: 
"Give a Haytian a steam engine and in 
three .davs cither th»^ encrine wii] 
the Haytian or the Haytian will bust 
the engine." 


When the marines 
first 
landed 
in 
Hayti to put down disorfler during the 
"revolution" led by "Gen." Bobo, the 
i.sland was a place blessed by nature 
and cursed bv man. 


One of the richest spots in the world, 
its resources had been neglected until 
nine-tenths of its surface was unscratch- 
cd by plow or spade. 
Its roads were 
muddy ruts, its railroads 
"streaks 
of 
rust" with only a few miles safe for 
travel. 
Its cities were without drainagr 
or pavement." 
Criminals roamed their 


United States marines running motor trucks in Port-au-Prince. 


streets at will. 
The police were a joke. 
One could buy their clubs and hats for 
2o cents in American silver. 


The Haytian "army" was a mob of 
raggamutlins, with guns that were al- 
most as dangerous for the shooter as for 
the "shootee." 
They .seldom 
received 
pay and fed upon what they could beg or 
steal. To be sine money was dished out 
of the national treasury to pay them, 
but the officers stole most of it.

of 
Hayti and took up his residence in the 
woodon "nalai'c," lio beg-in to «-ount thp 
months through which he might expert 
to last. 
He did this so/ he might make 
his plans to graft as nuich as possible 
in the shortest space of time. 
Public 
improvements, schools, roads, sanitation, 
j.clice—all these things co.^t 
money— 
money that might well be needed whei 
he had to flee to Paris one jump ahead 
of a firing squad. 


So far no one has had good cause to 
regret that the marines went in. 
Never 
in its historv has Hayti been .«o well 
governed. 
Never have the great mass 
of the people been so contented nor so 
safe. . At first they did not like the idea 
of vaccination, nor the line imposed for 
throwing garbage in the front vard. but 
thev have become reconciled. The Amer- 


icans pay well for labor and for wha% 
thev buy.

WHY ALWAYS ABSTAIN? 


It is, perhaps, possible for a man to 
use alcoholic beverages in such quantity 
and at such intervals as not to be per- 
manently harmed. 


If a man drinks a glass of beer today 
then does not touch it again for three 
Aveeks, the effect of that glass of beer 
Avill have been entirely obliterated in 
course of time and all of his organs Avill 
be functioning normallj'-. 
He has in- 
flicted temporary injury upon himself, 
but the long period of abstinence has un- 
done the harm. 


Because of this, some young men say ; 
"I hate to seem to be 'preaching' by 
ahvays refusing to drink, so when I am 
Avith the felloAvs I Avill accept and ex- 
tend invitations to drink, ^ut at other 
times I Avill abstain." 


The principal fault in this philosophy 


Water is a prime necessity of life. A 
man Aveighing 150 
pounds has in his 
body about 100 pounds of Avater, and 
Avater, either in its simplest form or m 
some chemical combination, forms five- 
sixths of all the foods we eat. 


Science has long known hoAv impos- 
sible it is for digestion, or any other 
vital process, to take place La our bodies 
Avithout Avater, and yet there has al- 
Avays been a Avide difference of opinion 
as to just how much Avater we ought 
to drink and Avhen. 
Many physicians, 
Avhile encouraging the drinking of liberal 
quantities of Avater, have declared that 
it Avas very harmful to take it at meaf- 
time. 
To try to folloAv out such 
a 
theory as this is a gi-eat hardship to 
most people, for it is Avhen ifhey'sit 
doAvn to their meals that they feel the 
most thirsty and find it most conA-enient 
to drink the Avater their bodies require. 


Dr. Elbridge G. Cutler, a Avell-known 
NeAv England physician, is one of a num- 
ber of moilem scientists, Avho do not 
agree'Avith this theory. 
Dr. Cutler, as ai 


result of much laboratory research and 
the observation of his OAvn condition 
and that of numerous patients, believes 
that it is advisable for persons in or- 
dinary health to drink from tAvo to four, 
or e\-en more glasses of AA-ater with 
their meals. 
This practice, he says, not 
only does no harm, but may in certain 
cases bring about a decided improvement, 
in health, provided that Avater is never 
taken until whatever food is in the 
mouth has first been thoroughly masti- 
cated and SAvallowed. 


Dr. Cutler reasons 
that the gastric 
juice, bile, pancreatic juice and intestin- 
al juices necessary 
for digestion 
are 
supplied in the form of fluids derived- 
from the secreting cells of the variou- 
glands. 
Th^se cells obtain their supply, 
from the liquid portions of the blood, 
AA'hich in turn is- supplied by the absorp- 
tion of Avater. 


It Avould seem to be more natural for 
the blood to seek its siipply of Avater 
through the intestines at the time of 
digestion, and this can be brought about 
only b.A" drinking water with your meals.

Important 


This is the time of the year when the 
houseAVife's attention turns toAvard the 
ice box. 
From noAv 
on the ice box Avill be 
a necessity 
for the 
proper 
preservation 
of milk and meat. 


Where there are in- 
fants and young chil- 
dren in the 
family 
the proper care of tho 
milk requires ice in 
order that it may be kept at a suffi- 
ciently low temperature to prevent it 
from becoming a poison. 


For the proper care of food during 
the-wafm months cleanliness of the ice 
box is essential. 


The box should be cared for thorough- 
ly at frequent and regular intervals. The 
interior should be Avashed first Avith 
cold water and soap and then rinsed 
with 
scalding 
water. 
The .drainage 
pipes should he kept free from slime. 


Economy and health 
will both be 
served by placing the drinking Avater in 
a receptacle next to the ice. 
This will 
bring it to as low a temperature as is 
healthful. 


Red méats should never be frozen or 
placed in contact with iee.

Such Indoor Gardening Will Enable You to Raise Two or Three Crops Instead of One on the Same Land—^Another Very 
Important Thing is. That it Encourages the Children to Do Their Part—^Thus Stimulating Greater Interest.

Pome packages contain 
small 
quantities of peanuts, and in others 
both peanuts and sliced rocoanut are

A Itttle 
indoor 
gardening of this sort will enable you 
to have fresh vegetiables 
throughout 
the season and will m a k e the same 
ground, 
with 
little 
extra 
labor 
and 
expense, yield two or three crops in- 
stead 
of 
the 
single crop - commonly 
raised in small gardens. 
W h e r e two 
or three crops are grown instead of 
one, a comparatively sm.all garden will 
supply the average family with fresh 
vegetables all seascm. 
Moreover, such 
planting in advance will enable you to 
get 
the 
ground 
ready 
in 
time 
for 
planting and to secure your seeds and 
plant them at the da»tes w^ich 
give 
each variety its best growing 
condi- 
tions. 
For example, if you will thus 
plan the plot to be devoted to peas, 
by the time your first crop is 
har- 
vested, 
the 
second 
crop 
will 
be 
in 
bearing, and the plants of the third 
well advanced. 


All the tools that are necessarj- for 
indoor gardening, which can be made 
an Interesting recreation for the whole 
household, are a large sheet of wrap- 
ping paper, a ruler and a pencil. After 
looking over the garden and selecting 
the plot of soil best suited for your 
purpose, m.easure this and outline it 
on paper on a scale of 14 or ^ 
inch 
I to the foot. 


Next, study j'our books on the gar- 
den 
and 
horticulture 
and 
the 
seed 
catalogues to determine what can be 
grown in your climate under the con- 
¡dltions of exposure, soil and drainage 
in your back yard. 
This study 
may 
lead you to plan ditches to 
improve 
drainage, 
show 
you 
that 
your 
soil 
needs finely sifted ashes to break up 
its sticky character, or that you must 
add rotted manure, dried blood, bone 
meal, wood ashes, lime, or other fer- 
tilizers to make it suitable for vege- 
tables. 


Then comes the consultation 
with 
the family to determine the sorts of 
vegetables the rMfferent members like, 
and which, therefore, they personally 
will be Interested in raising. 
Confine 
your selections to the standard well- 
tried sorts. 
Finally, and this is most 
important, is the conference between 
the garden force and the housewife as 
to what vegetables really are 
worth 
raising in the back yard. It will hardly 
pay to raise in a small space potatoes, 
corn, cucumbers, squashes or melons, 
which occupy a large area in propor- 
tion to yield, and which can be bought 
cheaply in nearby markets. 


In general, the aim of the back-yard 
gardener 
should 
be 
to 
raise 
those 
vegetables which are either expensive 
or in which the flavor or qualitj' de- 
pends importantly on absolute fresh- ' 
ness. 
Peas and string or lima beans, ' 
to be at their best, should be cooked 
almost 
immediately 
after 
they 
are 
gathered. 
Peas kept even for a day 
lose their delicate bloom and 
sweet- 
ness. 
Consequently as much space as 
possible should 
be devoted 
to 
such 
vegetables, 
and 
other 
vegetables 
in 
which 
freshness does not 
count 
so 
importantly should largely be used as 
fillers 
to keep the ground 
at 
work. 
Effort also should be made in a gar- 
den to have special vegetables, such 


as okra, of which 
he family is fond 
and which are difficult to obtain in 
local markets or are commonly high 
priced 
The housewife probably will 
want a little bed of parsley, chives, or 
other herbs, not because they are ex- 
pensive to buy, but because of the con- 
venience of being able to pick a sprig 
just when it is needed. 
, 
The 
profit f r o m gardening, 
how- 
ever, come« not alone f r o m the vege- 
tables that are produced. 
The healthy 
outdoor recreation 
and exercise 
and 
the educational value of a garden in 
training children manually, and in in- 
culcating in them hajbits of order and 
Industry 
must 
not 
be 
overlooked. 
Fathers and mothers will find that the 
preliminary- planning of a garden will 
do much to arouse the interest of the 
young people and encourage them to 
do their share in cultivating and weed- 
ing it. 
This will be particularly true 
if the owner hires a laborer to do the 
first heavy spading and lets the family 
begin it.s gardening not with 
heavy, 
disheartening drudgery, but on a patch 
ready for the lighter work of making 
the seed bed. 


Having 
decided 
what 
is 
to

planted, 
the 
Indoor gardener 
draws 
lines or symbols on his outlined plan 
to indicate the different crops, insert- 
ing 
tl?e date 
when 
each 
is to 
be 
planted. 
W h e r e 
a second 
or 
third 
crop is to follow the same row or oc- 
cupy the same ground, this may be 
written in red or blue, which indicates 
that 
it 
is to 
be 
planted 
when 
an 
earlier crop is over. 
In laying out the 
plan the owner should consider 
the 
amount 
of each vegetable 
necessary 
for a serving for his family. 
He al.^o 
should bear in mind the habits of the 
plants so as to allow space 
enough 
between 
the 
rows 
for 
their 
proper 
growth, for the interplanting of later 
crops, and for ea.sy cultivation. 
The 
cultivation, of course, is easiest when 
the rows are 1V2 to 2 feet apart, as 
this permits the use of wheel cultiva- 
tors. 
Plants 
which 
make 
a 
high 
growth and cause heavy shade natur- 
ally should not be located where they 
will interfere with 
sun-loving 
small 
plant."?. 
Perennials, such as 
rhubarb 
and asparagus, which are not 
culti- 
vated, 
should 
not 
be grown 
a m o n g 
plants 
which 
call 
for 
tilling. 
The 
planning may be extended also to the 
planting of small fruits, such as cur- 
rants, 
raspberries 
and 
grapes, 
and 
even to the location of apple or other 
fruit trees. 


Where there are very small 
chil- 
dren in the family, a separate small 
plot should be set aside for their play 
gardens. 
If they have their own veg- 
etables which they are free to pull up. 
examine, or treat as they like, they 
are less liable to conduct their Juvenile 
botanical' experiments in t h s 
garden 
v.-hich is being grown for serious pur- 
poses.

around. 
The wise gardener will study 
the old plan carefully and 
rearrange 
hisv vegetables so as not to grow the 
same kind the second year in the same 
part of the garden. 
He also should 
be particularly careful to transfer to 
other parts of the garden, or not to 
attempt to raise at all, those 
vege- 
tables which have suffered f r o m root- 
knot or similar diseases. 
If his notes 
are at all complete, they will 
help 


him to look up subjects in advance in 
bulletins, and also will show h i m what 
vegetables are most worth while and 
what hardly 
pay for the time 
and 
trouble spent on them.

EGGS FOR HATCHING. 


Eggs for hatching should be handled 
carefully, gathered several times a day 
f r o m clean nests and stored in a dry 
cool 
place,, f r e e from 
unwholesome 
odors, where the temperature does'not 
go above 60 or below 40 degrees F a h r - 
enheit. 
Eggs that are soiled or fouled 
with droppings should be washed with 
clean w a r m water before they are set. 
Better hatches will result if the eggs 
are laid in clean boxes or baskets and 
not turned over each day. 
The fresher 
eggs are when Incubated, the better 
the hatches. 
They may be safely kept 
for two weeks before placing in the 
incubator or under hens, but

should be no reason or need of hold- 
ing them longer than ten days.

But clover must not be looked upon 
as a cureall for f a r m troubles. 
Its 
roots do add large quantities of 
the 
very valuable nitrogen and humus to 
the soil, but aside from bringing up a 
limited supply of phosphoric acid and 
potash f r o m the lower layers of the 
soil it does not add the other impor- 
tant 
fertilizer 
elements 
to 
the 
soil 
upon 
which 
it grows. 
Upon 
many 
soils 
these 
elements 
(particularly 
phosphoric acid) must be added the 
same as though no clover was being 
grown upon them. 
So long as the soil 
is fairly well supplied wi h humus and 
is not too greatly depleted of the or- 
dinary 
fertilizer 
elements, 
thera 
is 
usually no difficulty in obtaining suc- 
cessful stands of clover by the ordln- 
ar>- methods 
of seeding; 
but 
when 
continued cropping reduces the h u m u s 
content of the soil to a point below 
that 
required 
for 
successful 
clover 
production 
it 
becomes 
necessary 
to 
adopt 
radical 
means 
to restore 
the 
ground to Its proper condition. 
It has 
been repeatedly shown that the failure 
of the clover In a section is but 
a 
prophecy of the early failure of other 
leading crops in that particular sec- 
tion. 
The substitution of alsike for 
ordinary red clover will enable clover 
to be continued 
in the rotation 
on 
some soils whicn no longer grow the 
ordinary 
red 
clover. 
The 
lack 
of 
h u m u s In the soil is the most potent 
factor in the failure of red clover In 
these sections, but other factors such 
as too acid a soil and the presence of 
fungous diseases 
or 
Insect 
enemies, 
must also be overcome. 
Liming and 
proper drainage will overcome the soil 
acidity. 
The insect and fungous dis- 
eases may be held in check by clipping 
or cutting at the proper time and by 
furnishing the proper soil conditions 
to produce a crop so vigorous that it 
will succeed in spite of the eneqiies 
which prove troublesome to less vig- 
orous stands.—J. SI, Westgate.

ARBOR DAY AND SCHOOL-GROUND 
PLANTING 
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The neglected condition of the or- 
dinary school ground has not remained 
without notice or without some effort 
toward Improvement. 
The sentiment 
In 
favor 
of 
scHool-ground 
comfort 
and 
adornment 
has 
gradually 
in- 
creased for the last thirty years or 
more, and has been greatly aided by 
the establishment of an annual Arbor 
Day for tree 
planting. 
Arbor 
Day 
was proposed by Hon. J. Sterling Mor- 
ton, and 
was 
first 
observed 
in 
Ne- 
braska, where It was officially recog- 
riizeed in 1872. It was first associated 
with school-grounc 
planting In Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, In 1882, in connection 
with a meeting of the American For- 
estry Association. 
Since then it has 
been best known by its observance in 
the schools. 
All the States have fol- 
lowed 
the 
example 
of Nebraska 
in 
establishing 
Arbor 
Day, 
and 
the 
movement has now spread into many 
foreign 
countries. 
Great 
Britain, 
France, Spain, Japan, and New Zea- 
land now celebrate their Arbor Days. 


The 
governor 
of 
each 
State 
an- 
nually 
appoints 
Arbor 
Day 
at 
the 
proper season for planting. 
The day 
is celebrated in the schools by public 
exercises appropriate to tree planting, 
with essays, songs, and recitations by 
the pupils, and addresses by visitors.

To plant In this way requires 
a great deal of attention to details.

may cause several days' delay in the 
planting.

IT. S. marines in machine gun ma nuevers with elephant and cameL 


San Diego, Cal., 
April 27.—At the 
world's fair here recently one of the 
most novel experiments in the present 
campaign for preparedness was launched 
when two crews of the machine gun 
corps of the 28th company of marines 
went through experimental 
maneuvers 
with machine guns mounted on camels 
and elephants-to demonstrate the prac- 
ticability of the big animals under ac- 
tual warfare conditions. 


With a man and a machine gim on 
each animal, the drill included mounL- 
ing, racing across rough country, wheel- 
ing into position, firing from the ani- 
mal. the men entrenched behind it. 


The camels adapted themselves to gun 
fire better than the elephants, display- 
ing less nervousness, although the guns 
were harder to mount because of the 
humps on the "ships of the dosort.'' 
"Both elephants and camels would be 


valuable in a campaign such as is on in 
Me.vico,'' said one of the military ex- 
perts who witnessed 
the 
maneuvers. 
"Both can travel faster than horses, can 
go long distances without' water 
and 
can carry heavier loads than any other 
pack animals. 
Even for the purposes of 
light artillerA', with a short course of 
training, they would adapt themselves 
and act with real intelligence in the face 
of the 
most 
trying 
conditions. 
For 
scouting and machine gun work in high 
chapparal, the 
eamcls 
and elephants 
would render invaluable service."

use alcoholic beverages in such quantity 
and at such intervals as not to bo per- 
manently harmed. 


If a man drinks a, gloss of beer today 


then does not touch it again for threo 
weeks, tho effect of that glass of beer 
will have been entirely obliterated in 
course of time a-ud all of his organs xvili 
bo functioning normally. 
He has in- 


flicted temporary injury upon himself, 
but the long period of abstinence has un- 
done the harm. 


Because of this, some young men say: 
''I hate to seem to bo 'preaching' by 


always refusing to drink, so xvhen I aiu 
xvith the felloxvs I xvill accept and ex- 
tend invitations to drink, but at other 
times I xvill abstain." 


The principal fault in this philosophy 


is in the fnct that if the man drinks at 
all ho is a drinking man and is not in 


Water is a prime necessity of life. A 


man weighing 150 pounds has in his 
body about 110 pounds of water, ana 
ivater, either in its simplest form or iu 
some, chemical combination, forms five- 
sixths of all the foods xve eat. 


Science has long known how impos- 


sible- it is for digestion, or any other 
vital process, to take place Uj msr bodies 
witiiout xvater, and yet there has al- 
ways been a wide difference uf opinion 
as to just Iioxv much water we ought 
to drink and xvhen. 
Many physicians, 


while encouraging the drinking of liberal 
quantities of water, have declared that 
it xvas very harmful to take it at meal- 
time. 
To try to follow out such

theory ns this is a great hardship to 
most people, for it is when 
down to their meals that the} 


they sit 
feel tl> 


most thirsty and find it must convenient 
to drink the water their bodies require. 


Dr. Elbridge C. Cutler, a well-known 


N'exv Kngland physician, is one of a num- 
ber of modern scientist', xvlio do not 
agree xvith this theory. 
Dr. Cutler, as n 


result of much laboratory research and 
the observation of his oxvn condition' 
and that of numerous patients, bclievci 
that it is advisable for persons in or- 
dinary health to drink from txvo to four, 
or even more glasses of water with 
their meals. This practice, he says, not 
only docs no harm, but may in certain 
cases bring about a decided improvement 
in health, provided that water is never 
taken until whatever food 
is in tha 


mouth has lirM liceu thoroughly masti- 
cati'd and swallowed. 


Dr. I'utlor reasons 
that the gastric 


juice, bile, pniu-rentii: juice and intestin- 
al 
juices necessary 
for digestion ara 


supplied in the form of fluids derived 
from the spciTting cells of the vorioxi • 
("lands. These cells obtain their supply 
from the liquid portions of the blood, 
which in turn is supplied by the absorp- 
tion (11 xvntcr. 


It xvoulil seem to bo more natural for 


the blood to seek its supplv of xvnter 
through the intestines at the time of 
digestion, and this can be^brought about 
only by drinking xvater xvitif your meals.

The insect and fungous, dis- 
eases may be held in check by clipping 
or cutting at the' proper time and by 
furnishing the proper soil conditions 
to produce a crop BO vigorous that it 
will succeed in spite of the eneniies 
which prove troublesome to less vig- 
orous stands.—J. M. Westgate.

San Diego, Cal., 
April 'JT.—At the 


world's fair here recently one of the 
most novel experiments in the present 
campaign for preparedness was lauiichM 
when 'two crews of the machine mm 
corps .of the 28th company of marines 
we.nt through experimental maneuver'! 
with machine guns mounted on camels 
and elephants to demonstrate the pr.ic- 
ticahility of the bit; animals under HL- 
tual warfare conditions. 


With a man and a machine gun on 


each animal, the drill included mount,- 
ing, racing across roujrh country, wheel- 
ing into position, tiring from the iim- 
mal. the men entrenched behind it. 


Tlie. camels adapted themselves to gtpi 


fire better thiin the elephants, display- 
ing less nervousness, although t'he guns 
were harder to mount because of the 
humps on the "ships of the desert." 


"Both elephants and camels would be 


valuable in a campaign such as is on in 
Mexico," silid one of the military ex- 
perts who witnessed 
the 
maneuver.-,.
